Delay doesn't dampen May 


City set to sell 
properties for 
overdue tax 


O Properties listed for auction after taxes in arrears for two years: 
Director O Of 90 properties on 2011 list, only nine remain unpaid 


The city is well on its way to 
recouping unpaid property tax¬ 
es, and will collect the rest by 
putting properties up for sale in 
a public auction on Thursday if 
necessary. 

But resorting to that is rare 
these days, as only one property 
was sold last year, said Bret Dyk- 
stra, the city’s director of taxa¬ 
tion. 

Each year the city compiles a 
list of properties with outstand¬ 
ing tax arrears, which are then 
put up for sale by the city 
through a public auction. 

For Mahinder Dhillon, the 
process is frustrating. 

Dhillon says he owned 10 dif¬ 
ferent rental properties in 
Edmonton and managed to sell 


all but two. 

“The market dropped, 1 got 
stuck, 1 lost a lot of money,” he 
said. 

He received a notice that he 
owed $5,800, and borrowed 
enough to pay $5,300. 

“It was my fault, I agree it’s 
my fault,” he said. “(But) I want 
a deal for my payments.” 

Dykstra said when possible the 
city works with property owners 
to pay a certain amount every 
two weeks instead of the lump 
sum up front. 

“(But) it depends on where 
they are in the process,” he 
explained. “They have two slings 
at the ball. If they were already 
notified last year and didn’t pay, 
different rules are in place to pay

Various feel-good campaign 
promises — a new northern 
highway, more doctors and 
nurses, high-speed rail — 
did little to mask an elec¬ 
tion that is turning increas¬ 
ingly bitter. 

It was back to the future 
on the election trail yester¬ 
day in Yellowknife, where 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff crossed 
paths — and campaign 
swords. 

Ignatieff reminded 
Canadians of six decades of 
universal medicare while 
promoting better health 
care in Northern Canada. 

Harper’s promise to com¬ 
plete the Dempster High- 


w roads promised 

way joining Inuvik and Tuk- 
toyaktuk — a 140-kilometre 
stretch to which Ottawa 
will contribute $150 mil¬ 
lion — was bookended by 
dire warnings about the 
perils awaiting Canada if 
voters fail to give his Con¬ 
servatives a majority. 

A campaign pitch in 
Quebec by Gilles Duceppe 
imploring voters to support 
his Bloc Quebecois to stop a 
Conservative majority is 
proof, says Harper, that on¬ 
ly a majority government 
can avert the next sover¬ 
eignty referendum. 

The Conservatives are al¬ 
so lashing out at the Liber¬ 
als for new attack ads that 
target Harper on health 
care funding and his com¬ 
mitment to the Canada 
Health Act. The Liberals put 
words in Harper’s mouth 


in Yellowknife 

that actually came from his 
former boss at the National 
Citizens Coalition. 

Ignatieff was unrepen¬ 
tant, claiming the Conser¬ 
vative party has been 
attacking him for “five 
years” with out-of-context 
quotes and character assas¬ 
sination. 

“It’s getting tight. The 
heat’s on. They can dish it 
out but they can’t take it,” 
Ignatieff said. 

The latest poll suggests 
the race has indeed been 
tightening up with less 
than two weeks to go. 

The Canadian Press Har- 
ris-Decima survey had Con¬ 
servative support nationally 
at 36 per cent, compared to 
28 for the Liberals, 19 for 
the NDP, eight per cent for 
the Bloc and seven for the 
Greens, the Canadian press

Fleeing Libya 
under me 


O Foreign workers, Libyans brave hostilities to leave 
war-torn country O Gadhafi promises UN access 


Britain said it would pro¬ 
vide about $3.1 million to 
fund efforts to evacuate 
about 5,000 foreign work¬ 
ers stranded and under fire 
in the besieged western 
Libyan city of Misrata. 

The International Or¬ 
ganization for Migration 
has already ferried foreign 
nationals out of Misrata 
by boat to the opposition- 
held eastern city of Beng¬ 
hazi. 

About 870 foreign mi¬ 
grant workers — from 
Ghana, the Philippines 
and Ukraine — and 100 
Libyans were aboard the 


organization’s chartered 
boat, Ionian Spirit, that 
left Misrata early yester¬ 
day. 

Several women and chil¬ 
dren, and 23 people suffer¬ 
ing war wounds — 
including a child who had 
been shot in the face and 
an amputee, were also 
aboard, the organization 
said. 

“Thousands of foreign 
workers have managed to 
reach the port but find 
themselves at terrible risk 
from incoming fire, with 
no way to get out,” Andrew 
Mitchell, the U.K.’s Inter¬ 


national Development Sec¬ 
retary, said in a statement. 
“These evacuations will 
take them to safety and 
help reduce the demand in 
Misrata for the veiy limit¬ 
ed supplies of food, water 
and medical supplies avail¬ 
able.” 

Meanwhile, Moammar 
Gadhafi’s government has 
promised the UN access to 
Misrata, a senior UN offi¬ 
cial said yesterday, even as 
Libyan government troops 
continued to pound oppo¬ 
sition enclaves with shells 
and rockets.

O Expect gas prices to soar even higher once summer 
driving season gets underway next month 


Canadians could soon be 
filling up their gas tanks 
for as much as $1.40 per 
litre, Gasbuddy.com says. 

The price-tracking web¬ 
site pegs the current Cana¬ 
dian average price at $1.28 
per litre. But as motorists 
begin to take to the road af¬ 
ter the Victoria Day long 
weekend, demand will pick 
up and drive up the price, 
says Jason Toews, co¬ 
founder of Gasbuddy.com. 

About 70 per cent of the 
price of a litre of gasoline 
comes from the cost of its 
main ingredient, crude oil. 
Crude has been trading at 
pre-recession levels as un¬ 
rest in Middle East oil-pro¬ 
ducing countries continues 
to stoke supply fears.

“A lot of people say ‘We 
have so much crude oil 
here in Canada. Why don’t 
we have cheap gas? Why 


don’t we just sell it to our¬ 
selves?”’ Toews said. 

“These companies who 
produce the crude oil are 
looking to maximize their 
profits. It’s not a charity 
case.” 

Alberta has the cheapest 
gas in Canada, at just under 
$1.17 per litre. British Co¬ 
lumbia and Ontario, on the 
other hand, are hovering at 
$1.32 per litre. In New¬ 
foundland, drivers are fill¬ 
ing up for $1.37 per litre. 

It’s worthwhile to shop 
around for the cheapest gas 
in your city, Toews said. For 
instance, the lowest price 
reported in Vancouver yes¬ 
terday morning was $1.27 
and the highest was nearly

Hope for the Gulf? 


One year after the BP oil spill, more than three 
dozen scientists have given the Gulf of Mexico a 
health rating of 68 out of 100. While the signs are 
hopeful, there are still significant declines in key 
health indicators. Hundreds of baby dolphins and 
turtles have died, and there are dead patches on 
the sea floor. The scientists say potentially big 
problems are hidden deep below the surface and 
may not be fully evident for years to come. 


Home Depot 
to revisit dog 
poliqr after 
attack 


Home Depot is rethinking 
its policy on letting dogs in 
stores after a greeter was 
bitten in the face by a shih 
tzu at its outlet in Glouces¬ 
ter, a suburb of Ottawa. 

“Currently, dogs are al¬ 
lowed in stores as long as 
they’re under control by 
their owner. This is a policy 
we’re now re-looking at,” 
said Tiziana Baccega, man¬ 
ager of public relations for 
Home Depot. 

There was a “No Dogs” 
sign at the Gloucester store 
but it was never enforced, 
said greeter Anne Riel, who 
lost the tip of her nose 
when the shih tzu attacked 
her. The dog was in a shop¬ 
ping cart near its owner at 
the time. 

Home Depot’s dog poli¬ 
cy is somewhat vague and 
appears to be enforced on a 
store-by-store basis.

REDHEADS 

Rumour has it that women tend to favour 
men of the tall, dark and handsome variety. 

I , on the other hand, have a thing for redheads. 
Yes, that’s right. I’m not afraid to admit that I 
would take freckle-faced Ron Weasly over Harry 
Potter any day of the week. In fact. I’ve been in a 
relationship with a ginger-haired man for more 
than three years — before you cringe, think 
Prince Harry, not Carrot Top. 

Redheads elicit passionate reactions; they are both 
demonized and fetishized by the plain-haired majority. 
Whether strawbeny blond, burnt orange or deep bur¬ 
gundy, it seems people have a pretty definite opinion 
when it comes to redheads. 

Throughout histoiy, redheads have been persecuted 
and stereot 5 ^ed as angiy, untrustworthy and, 
occasionally, satanic. M 3 ^hology links red hair to 
witchcraft and vampires, while Biblical bad guys Judas 
Iscariot, Eve (as in Adam and) and Maiy Magdalene are 
frequently depicted as redheads. 

Today, natural redheads account for less than four 
per cent of the world’s population and less than two 
per cent in North America. There are plenty of stereo- 
t 5 q)es surrounding this genetic minority. Red-haired 
adults are assumed to be hot tempered, promiscuous 
and unpredictable (here’s looking at you, Lindsay 
Lohan) while young gingers are stigmatized as mischie¬ 
vous devil children, ostracized and mercilessly taunted 
for their pallor and fieiy hair. 

Yes, growing up ginger certainly isn’t easy. In 2008, 
the RCMP launched an investigation after a 14-year-old 
boy started a “Kick a Ginger” Facebook group encour¬ 
aging kids to terrorize crimson-haired classmates.

In reality, while 
occurrences of red hair may be on the decline, there is 
no real evidence to suggest that our ginger friends will 
die out any time soon. 

There is perhaps no hair colour more polarizing 
than red, but as far as I’m concerned the only problem 
with redheads is there aren’t enough of them.

A judge has asked 
lawyers to shed their 
wigs next time they ap¬ 
pear before her at the In¬ 
ternational Griminal 
Gourt. 

A handful of 
attorneys appeared yes¬ 
terday in traditional 
black gowns and white 
horsehair wigs for a pre¬ 
liminary hearing in a 
case dealing with 
violence after Kenya’s 
disputed 2007 presiden¬ 
tial election. 

Justice Ekaterina 
Trendafilova paused 
briefiy at the end of the 
hearing to pass a hair- 
raising judgment. 

“This is not the dress 
code of this institution,” 
she said. 

“In this quite warm 
weather maybe it will be 
more convenient to be 
without wigs,” she 
added with a smile. 

It is unusual for 
lawyers to appear at the 
International Griminal 
Gourt in wigs, but not 
unheard of At least 
three lawyers wore wigs 
April 8 during the initial 
appearance of three 
Kenyan suspects, with¬ 
out Justice Trendafilova 
issuing any dress code 
guidelines.

A moonwalking politician might not 
be the best reason to pay attention to 
Romanian politics, but the antics 
seem to be working. 

Edmond Talmacean, a 40-year-old 
Bucharest politician, has inspired na¬ 
tional headlines with his Michael 
Jackson-inspired moonwalk on a tele¬ 
vision show and his impersonations 
of the late dictator Nicolae Geauses- 
cu. His impersonation of a well- 


known sports commentator during a 
serious political debate also stunned 
other lawmakers into silence. 

“Dancing is another kind of politi¬ 
cal message to appeal to the younger 
generation, that it is good to have fun 
... that you can go to a disco and 
dance,” Talmacean told The Associat¬ 
ed Press yesterday. 

Party bosses, however, say enough 
is enough and have ordered him to 
tone down. 

Prime Minister Emil Boc declared 
the routine was more suited to 
“showbiz” than politics, while Vasile 
Blaga of the Democratic Liberal Party 
said the fringe lawmaker should 
head over to the TV program Dancing 
With The Stars.

O Brain bypass surgery helping restore lost brain tissue, new study finds 


Surgical treatment aimed 
at preventing the onset of 
strokes in high-risk pa¬ 
tients has led to an unex¬ 
pected outcome: helping 
to restore lost brain tissue, 
according to new Canadi¬ 
an research. 

Neurosurgeons at the 
Krembil Neuroscience 
Centre at Toronto Western 
Hospital have been able to 
initiate the regrowth of 
lost brain tissue through 
brain b 3 ^ass surgery. 

The procedure is similar 
in concept to heart b 5 ^ass 
surgery but is quite rare 
and performed at very se¬ 
lect and few centres in 
North America, said study 
co-author Dr. Michael 
T 5 miianski, director of the 
neurovascular therapeu¬ 
tics program at the Univer¬ 
sity Health Network.
